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In connection with the synopsis of the argument of 
R. G. Ingersoll, in the matter of the examination of 
John H. Stevenson, Paymaster, U. S. Navy, for pro- 
motion, we received last week a similar synopsis of the 
reply of Asst. ist. Att'y Simon, but it reached us too 
late for publication with that of Mr. Ingersoll. We 
have before us now the full text of both arguments. 

To Mr. Ingersoll’s characterization of the examination 
as a prosecution for promotion Mr. Simons replies that 
the only departure from the customary proceeding in 
such cases required or authorized bv law or regulation 
was in the permission given the candidate to introduce 
counsel to represent and assist him. ‘ Up to this point,” 
said Mr. Simons to the Board, ‘‘it appears every act 
above mentioned was done by you, and you, if any one, 
were the prosecutors. The counsel has not ventured to 
specify any one of your acts as of that nature, and until he 
could make and prove such a charge he should have 
refrained from making statements that might be so 
construed.”. The privilege granted to the candidate 
necessitated Mr. Simons’s appearance to render legal 
assistance to the members of the board, who are not 
lawyers. ‘‘ My relation to the board,” he said, ‘‘I un 
derstand is specific under the section of the statute re- 
ferred to, namely, that of rendering any service requir- 
ing the skill of persons learned in the law necessary to 
enable you to discharge your respective duties, and in- 
dependently of that, under what. I conceive to be the 
general authority both of the board and of the President 
and Secretary, to do whatever may be in my power to 
enable the present proceeding to be justly and properly 
conducted with regard tothe interests of all concerned— 
not in any hostile sense tu the candidate whatever, but 
only with a view that the public interest shall se con- 
served as far as possible.” The arguaent of Mr. In- 
gersoll was largely occupied with a synoptical state- 
ment of the testimony given in the candidate’s favor. 
On this point Mr. Simons says: 

For example, he makes a greet deal in argument of the 
statements of Commander Kautz (favorable to the candidate), 
calling particular attention to a letter which accompa- 
nied the answers, which he sets forth in full and makes the 
text for a paragraph even more full of innnendo than his 
opening, but omits the following letter, which preceded:

Pay Director James H Wutmough, U. 8S. N., President of Exam- 
in ng Board; 

My Dear Sin: I have received the “‘ Interrogatories” of the 
board of which you are president concerning Paymaster John H. 
St-v ns pn, U 8S. Navy. 

I have no informa ion hearing on the fitness or unfitne-s of Pay 
master Steven+on tor promotion. I wns ‘orashort time on the 
Asiatic station while he was there, but bed no: pportunity of 
knowing anything more than that he was o» duty. 

I t-ast the board will u derstand hat the only reason I have 
not gone through the form of filling ou the answers t» the ‘nter- 
rovatories sent me is that I have no hing tosay which wuuld be 
worth making oat? to. 

I am, sir, very re-pectfnily, 
AL+e8T Kautz, Commander, U. 8. Navy. 

The board required him to answer, however, and he did. 
The commander's letter above cited is a. sufficient commen- 
tary on his answers, and he does not help the case much 
when, by way of explanation, he testifi«s to general repu- 
tation by argument from his own opinion. Answers of 
Officers to the same ques ions, being for the most prt simi- 
lar to those of Kautz. are very largely cited and dwelt upon: 
It was to be expected that he would make the most of these 
favorable opinions, but the real question is, what are they 
worth? We have directly from Commander Kautz state- 
ments before answering that show his opinions to be worth 
less, or so near as to make it ridiculous to cite them in the 
candidate’s favor. What certainty or probability is there 
that the rest are of more value? On general priuciples, what 
is an engineer, or medical officer, or any other naval officer 
on a sbip likely to know of the efficiency, as a whole, of a 
particular paymaster? Unless it is shown that he bas had 
peculiar opportuni'y for investigating the subject, and has 
done so, he presumably knows uo more of it than would or- 
dinarily come under his observation, and that would be the 
regular payments made to the officers aud crew. If a pay- 
m:ster were to fail in that he would go out at once, oan ie 
such an offence is probaoly unheard of, an officer may well 
say that a paymaster has performed such of his duties effi- 
ciently, as he has observed, and that evidently is all he can 
say. Willit be pretended that any of those officers had occa- 
sion to know how much money of the public the paymaster 
had in bs bands from time to time, how he expended it, 
and accounted for it? A large part of the most important 
duty of a paymaster would not, in the nature of the case, 

so known, - « To give such statements their 
proper weight, therefore, yeu will bave to take up each 
one and determiue what opportunity the officer had to be 
informed on the points to which he spe:ks, and the ex- 
tent of his information, and this proceas, I venture to say. 
will convince you that the result of your best efforts wil! 
be too unreliable to be of material service. In a case 
where there is no conflict of opinion, such statements 
might pass, but here {be presence of direct testimony on 
specific points requires you to scrutinize and test all such 
loose, indefinite general expressions of opinion, and this 
18 especially true on the question as to general reputation. 

Of Commander E. O. Matthews’s testimony Mr. 
Ingersoll had said: 

This witness, in answering the question as to the general 
reputation of the candidate in the Navy as an officer and a 
gentlem:n, replied : ‘‘He is an officer of great ability, but 
one whom thoxe who know him would not trust in any wav; 
be would saérifice anything to what he considered his own 
interests.” Thix testimony is so flagrantly false that it can- 
not, by any possibility, affect the mind of any honest man. 

Other adverse opinions were quoted by Mr. Ingersoll, 
commented upon by him, aad replied to by Mr. Simons. 


Of the testimony of Rear-Admiral Jenkins, Mr. 
Ingersoll said : 


Rear-Admiral Jenkins testified that the candidate endeav- 
ored to mxke bim tuke rupees at the rate of fi'ty cents each.

In other words, be has been 
pursuiag the candidate, He was eutirely uusuccessful in his 
charge concerning the sale of the draft. ‘The explanation 
made by the candidate was satisfactory to the Secretary of 
the -Navy, and to his senior officer. That charge died a 
natural death. The admiral. at last. had another oppor- 
tnuity to ssy a word in dixparagement of the candidate. 
He promptly took advantage of this oceasion to renew the 
charge that the candidate had endeavored to make him take 
rupees at tify cents a piece, Remembering the ol@ charge, 
feeling a few of the stings of the ancients persecution, the 
caudidate was led to say that the admiral tolda he. Iadmit 
that it would have been just as well for the candidate to 
have denied the statement in toto, and to have said that 
there was not one word of truth iu what the edmiral had 
testified upon that subject. It is much easier for me to feel 
that that would have been the better -way, because I am not 
the party who was acked, but putting myself exactly in the 
place of the candidate, m:ybe I shou d have used preciscly 
the same language. Ia a court of inquiry, in a court of law, 
and, as I clam, before a board of exam»ners, ali witnesses 
stand upon an equ:lity. They are alike under outh, and as 
witnesses, their insignia of rank fall from their shoulders ; 
tuey are simply wiinesses; and each «ne has the right to 
tell the truth, in his own way, And if an admiral, taking 
advantage of his position, and of his rank, soils the reput.- 
tion of the lea-t officer in the Navy, that offiver has the 
right to pronounce the statement utterly false, and has the 
further mght to say, that the officer who made it, has com- 
miited perjury. In other words, he has the right to choose 
bis language. Witnesses have no rank. They are simply 
sworn to tell the truth; and no wituess is eutitled to any 
respect except as he does tell the truth. Aad I must say. 
that I felt just a little proud of the plnck and the m:nhood 
of the caudidate, when he denounced the statement as a lie. 
The rear-admiral had an opportunity to explain his testi- 
mony ; had an oprortunity to call other witnesses to sunport 
his view. He did not see proper to take advautage of this 
privilege ; and I appeal-to the board whether or not the 
action of the admiral did not, to a considerable degree, 
corroborate the statement of the candidate. 


In answer to this Mr. Simons said : 


There is no shadow of reason on the record to justify the 
charge that the admiral has been pursuing the candidate. 
Is every man who has not confidence in him necessarily a 
persecutor? . . . What better evidence could you have 
to sustain the opinion of some that his general reputation as 
an officer and a geutleman is bad than his in : bility to con- 
duct himself as such in your presence, if yuu fiad that his 
language and demeancr on that occasion is open to that 
charge. . . . If.be has opealy and dedantly transgressed 
and violated a moral or professional obligation while being 
examied as to moral and professional fitness, what do s 
your duty to the service require? Shall it be held a plucky 
thing, and one to be proud of and held up as an example for 
others, or condemned as unworthy of reward? Can your 
answer to that be doubtful? If this was the ooly instance 
of the kind on record it might be said that the candidate 
yielded to a sudden and uncontrollable impulse of passion, 
but his behavior toward Pay Director Looker was of a like 
kind and tends to snow that insubordination and violent 
conduct is too characteristic of his nature. 


The case referred to by Mr. Simons is thus described 
by Pay Director Looker in his testimony: - 


_ I have knowledge of one fact certainly, which I did not in- 
tend to mention, for I had forgiven him. He insulted nie in 
the presence of the Paymuster-General, and I re-pectfally 
request that the Paymaster General be summ»ned tw testify. 
Mr. Stevenson did insult me. He dd intend to insult me. 
saying that he wes personally responsible for all he said. I 
asked Mr. Stevenson wherein I had wronged him. He replied 
with a great deal of excitement, ‘‘O, you cannot 3njure me, 
you are of too small calibre.” For a moment I was abont to 
strike him in the face. but I remembered that I was a gentle- 
msn, and could not descend to such duings; that I was an 
officer under obligations not to do so, and that I was » 
Coristian, and [ restrained myself. I tuen said to him, 
** Please let me know wherein I have wronged you.” He 
reiterated this insult, when the Paymaster General mterfered 
and stated, ‘* This must be stopped,” that it was all wrong to 
take place in his presence and in his office; he addressed 
himseJf persoually and earnestly to Paymaster Stevenson 

directing him to stop it, as this was his place of buriness, to 
which I had come to commanicaté with him on offi iil tusi- 
ness. Paymaster Stevenson continued, and -tated thit he 
was persunally responsible for what he had said, in a menac- 
ing manner, and then jumped up, walked about very ex- 
citeudly, and said: ‘* Come out into the hall and we will have 
it out.” Seeing his excitement, I said: ‘* No; I do not choose 
tv now, but make your allegation; ~pecific, and pursue them 
to the extreme, if need be.” I then left him and came intu 
the room adjoining the Paymaster-General’s. aud imm»- 
diately returued ani asked the Paymaster-General if he h d 
anything for me, and then Lleft. Ido not kaow anything 
eise of my personal knowledge.

The candidate denies that he sad; anything 
of the sort and that he ever had a mistregs.shere, and that 
brings it to.a question of persoual ve: asity, ' 

Of the testimony of the Fourth Auditor Mr. Simons 
said : 

The Fourth Auditor says that the sum of $498 04 was found 
due from the candidate under his bond of 1862, “a part of 
which he acknowledged on his account current as monev due 
the United States,” which he did not pay until ember, 
1877, * althongh mee eye called upon to do so.” 6 can- 
didate thought that this related to a matter of stole+ provis- 
ions, of which he was relieved by a court of inquiry. He is 
mistaken in that explanation, as wil! b» seea by examination 
of the items of the balance which the Anditor gives. 
There seems to be no excuse for this thing. I do not 
say the candidate had a dishonest intent. I do aot think so 
meanly of him The recurd compels m3 to believe that he 
was head-trong, reckless, ungovernable, resolved to have his 
own way wi'hout regard to the restraints of law and regula- 
tion. In this matter his violation of duty, prolonged through 
so many years, is undeniable, ‘ 

Of the personal check given by the candidate in set” 
tlement of his accounts with the Auditor, Mr. Simons 
said : . 

The candidate had no right to seek a Jawfal end by unlaw- 
ful means. It already appears that he did not seek it because 
of hi duty but because of his interest, and my criticism was 
that he exhibited characteristic intifference to the legality of 
the means by which he got the certificate; that by law the 
certificate could not issue until the accounts had been exam- 
ined and all indetedness removed ; that both the deputy 
anditor and he must have known and did know, as their acts 
showed, that the debt was not paid when the certificate was 
delivered. nor had the accounts been settled. It is idle 
to say that thev believed the check paid the debt. Both parties 
were too experienced for that. It was a muke-shift to ap- 
parently sati-fy the law. The auditor had ‘no right to take 
the money, much less the check. It was a deposit of # quasi 
P pani for the making of the deposit subsequently in proper 

nn. 

In relation to another charge Mr. Simons said : 

In the Gardner case the question I presented was, 
whether the fact that ». man was carried on the pay-roll fif- 
t-en months without being on the. receiving: sbip or in the 
country, and without any oe mye in his name, and then a 
pavment of $300 as if to him appears at one time, does not 
indicate some neglect of duty or inefficiency in the paymas- 
ter who was responsible for it? This has not been answered, 
as I thought, by any exolanation given, nor has it been, in 
my judgment, by the counsei’s argument. 

As tothe matter of the bidding he also contends that if 
fraud is not charged it amounts to nothing. The law is not 
as he states it. It required the candidate to notify the 
pirties “of the time and »lace of opeuing the bids,” and to 
permit them ‘to be present either in-person.or by ettorney.” 
He has not shown that he gave notice of any kind, and as I 
understand it he in fact gave none; but atthe time when 
the receipt of proposals closed, a number of bidders were 
present in the outer room of his. offiee,as he well:kknew. 
These persons, at least, he was bound to notify,.if be in- 
tended to proceed to open the bids in bis priv te office, of 
‘both time and plice. He not ovly so intended but began to 
do it, and intended to complete it’ without giving notice, 
and never did give the notice, but «the bidders had to 
notify him of their right.. No amount of re dl can 
disguise his clear and seemingly deliberate violation 
of the law, for Roach says this, was not the first time the 
thing had been done. It looks very much from this and 
other incidents as though the candidate regarded the laws 
and regulations prescribed for bis observance a6 @ pavm 1s- 
ter only 8» far as suited his good will and pleasure, and wven 
though objection to that spimt and ice may seem to 
him and his counsel to savor of persecution, I thiak the 
good of the service requires such an objection to his record 
to. be strongly made. * *. *. He thinks, then, it was 
puerile for the Fourth Aud tor to call the Secretary's atten- 
tion to the fact of June 5. 1875. that the candidate's last:ac- 
coust on file was for the quarter euding June: 30, 1874, 
showing that he was at least six mouths in arrears and it 
wag puerile for the Secretary to demand that he comply with 
bis duty and so on through this correspondence. I venture 
t» say that so far from regarding these matters as puerile, 
you will require some very sntixfactory explanation of these 
and other derelictions from daty before you agree with the 
counsel that he (the candidate) stands to-day the peer of 
any man in the naval service. 

The impropriety of stock speculation by a bonded 
officer was also dwelt upon by Mr. Simons, who, ia 
conclusion said of the candidate: ‘‘ That the record - 
shows by preponderance of evidence that in many in- 
stavces he has neglected or refused to fulfil those obli- 
gations in matters of serious importance I contend is 
thoroughly established. It is needless to repeat the 
catalogue of charges which bas been discussed. Some 
may not be of as grave a nature as others, but I regard 
none of: them as trivial. They all go to indicate char- 
acter. which, whether mental, moral, or professional, is, 
the gist of the investigation.” ;

McNamara, the man who was arrested in Washington for 
making a remark about shooting Secretary Blaine, is sup- 
posed to have been at one time confined in an asylum at 
Napa, Cal. From the records of the asylum it appedrs that 
Daniel McNamara of Ireland, aged thirty-seven years, was 
admitted March 29, 1876. He was a sergeant in the 1st Bat- 
tery of the ist Regiment of Mounted Artillery, and was dis- 
charged from the Army July 21, 1874. He was discharged 
from the asylum in July, 1879, as improved, and it is sup- 
posed that he afterward went to Philadelphia. 

Tue New York Times of July 10 gives this account of a 
sad accident, the sudden and startling death of the wife of 
Col. Bridgman: Mrs. Elise Bridgman, the wife of Col. Frank 
Bridgman, of the staff of Lieut.-General P. H. Sheridan, 
dropped dead yesterday morning about 9.30 o’clock in front 
of the American Exchange National Bank, at Broadway and 
Cedar street. She started from Chicago on Thursday night 
with her daughter Avnie, aged 19, and her son Charles, aged 
10, intending to go to Martha’s Vineyard, It was supposed 
that Mrs. Bridgman was in excellent health, but needed rest, 
having nursed her little boy through along and severe at- 
tack of scarlet fever. She owned a cottege at Martha’s Vine- 
yard, and expected to remain there during the summer. Col. 
Bridgman telographed to her nephew, Dr. William C. Boone, 
asking him to meet Mrs. Bridgman at the Erie Railway sta- 
tion in Jersey City at 7 o’clock yesterday morning. Dr. 
Boone met the party, and, crossing the ferry, they entered a 
coach and were driven to the Astor House, where Mrs. Bridg- 
man partook of a hearty breakfast. She intended to go with 
her daughter and son to Massachusetts last evening by a 
steamer of the Fall River Line, but was persuaded to defer 
the trip until this evening, and to remain, in the meantime, 
at the residence of Dr. Boone, No. 43 Tompkins Place, Biook- 


lyn, until that time. She was anxious that her children 
should eee some of the places of interest in New York yester- 
day, and with them and Dr. Boone started for a walk down 
Broadway, intending to visit the Equitable Insurance Build- 
ing and Trinity Church. When on the easterly side of Broad- 
way, and near the American Exchange National Bank 
Building, she complained of a slight illness, and a few steps 
further on startled Dr. Boone and her children by saying, 
“I cannot go uny further ; I must sit down.” Dr. Boone 
asked her if she could not walk as fer as his office, which was 
on the next block, but she made no reply. She staggered to- 
wards the bank building, and Dr. Boone assisted her to a seat 
on the steps. Her head fell upon her shoulder, and she was 
soon dead. A crowd, that was increased every moment, soon 
blocked up the sidewalk and the street. The giief stricken 
children, who were not yet certain that their mother had ex- 
pired, fanned her and spoke to her. Police Officer Danie 

Fitzpatrick, of the First Precinct, cleared a passage, and 
Mrs. Bridgman’s remains were carried up the iron stoop and 
into the private entrance of the bank. Physicians were 
quickly summoned, but their services were of no avail. A 
despatch having been sent to Major-Gen. Winfield 8. Han- 
cock, an intimate friend of Col. Bridgman and his family, 
the General hurried his own physician to the city to serve 
Mrs. Bridgman if possible. General Hancock later sent a 
despatch to Gen. Sheridan notifying him that Mrs. Bridgman 
was dead. For nearly three hours Mrs. Bridgman’s remains 
lay in the private entrance of the bank awaiting the arrival) 
cf an undertaker and a Coroner. Mr. John A. Ely, whose 
residence is at No. 27 East 55th street, asked that the body 
should be taken there. Mrs. Bridgman was his cousin. 
Coroner Brady gave the necessary permit. Last evening the 
Coroner and Deputy Coroner Raefle went to Mr. Ely'’s house 
and viewed the remains. After a careful examination Dr. 
Raefle gave it as his opinion chat death was due to cerebra) 
apoplexy, complicating valvular disease of the heart. Mra. 
Bridgman was the youngest sister of Major-Gen. Irvin Mc- 
Dowell, in command of the Department of the Pacific. 
Despatches announcing her death were sent to him, and also 
to her brothers, Col. John McDowell, Superintendent of the 
building of the Custom-house in Chicago, and to Major Mal- 
com McDowell, of Chicago. Commander W. R. Bridgman, 
of the Navy, who is at the torpedo station in Newport, R. L., 
was also notified. Mrs. Bridgman was his aunt. She was 
born in Ohio about 1830, and had been married 20 years, 
Col. Bridgman, her husband, has been for a short time tem- 
porarily assigned as Paymaster of the Department of the 
Missouri, under Geueral Sheridan, with his headquarters at 
Chicago. It was thonght that he was at Rock Island yester- 
day, paying the soldiers stationed there. Mrs. Bridgman. 
wao was a very accomplished lady, had a large number of 
friends in the Eastern and Western States. Colonel W. K. 
Rodgers, who was President Hayes’s private secretary, was 
her cousin. She was to have been met at Newport by Col 

A. B, Carey, Paymaster in the U. 8. Army, and escorted by 
him to Martha’s Vineyard. Her remains will probably be 
buried near her oJd home in Ohio.” We may add to the fore- 
going that Mrs. Bridgman was a most estimable and accom- 
plished lady, and her death will cause sorrow to a wide circle 
of Army and Navy friends. She was a most active member 
of St. James’ Church (Episcopal), Chicago, and had charge 
of a lazge portion of the missionary work of the parish. 

In regard to the Jate railroad accident in Mexico by which 
so many Mexicau soldiers were killed or injured, it is stated 
that the conductor of the train fearing that the floods had 
somewhat damaged the bridge of Malpaso, refused to pro- 
ceed before it had been inspected ; but the colonel of the 
federal forces, not suspecting how the bridge hid been built 
by the contractors, gave orders to proceed. The train was 
hanging over the precipice when the model bridge gave way 
and the cars went down. All were smashed to pieces, and 
most of the passengers died instantly. A soldier approaching 
with a lantern a compartment containing barrels of brandy 
caused the liquor to take fire. The fire caught a compart- 
ment containing three thousand cartridges, end a serious 
explosion was added to the horrors. A passenger says that 
after the thunderstorm, when the conductor refused to pro- 
ceed, many of the soldiers begin to leave the train and run 
away. The colonel died after having been driven to madness 
by his wounds and burns, The bridge was built in a great 
hurry, of wood instead of iron, by an Indian contractor. 

Tue Charleston (8. C.) Aews says: ‘* The two battle-flags 
which were displayed at Fort Sumter during the great sixty 
days’ bombardment, while Capt. Huguenin was in command, 
were sent away with his private baggage on the night pre- 
ceding the evacuation, and are nowin the custody of the 
Washington Light Infantry and the Sumter Guards of this 
city. The flag which was set on the last day that the fort 
was held, and was lowered on the evening of the 17th, upon 
the firing of the sunset gun, and which had never been fired 
at by the Federal batteries, was turned over to Capt. Hugue- 
nin’s brigade commander, Col. Alfred Rhett, at Strawberry 
Ferry, where Capt Huguenin reported to him for duty.”

The roustabouts and freight handlers at Bismarck still seem 
to be restless and unhappy, and taking advantage of the 
departure of Co, G, 17th Infantry, for Fort A. Lincoln, the 
strikers have resumed the policy of inducing men to join 
their ranks through the moral influence of clubs and such 
other mild persuasives as are usually employed. As # conse- 
quence the troops have been ordered to return to Bismarck 
and guard the Government warehouse at the landing. In 
this matter che military authorities do not assume to arbi- 
trate between capital and labor or to dictate terms to the 
‘aborer, but as a measure of self-protection and to prevent 
lamage and delay in the transportation of Government stores, 
these troops are employed to protect from violence such men 
as are willing to work for the wages offered by the con- 
traetors. 

Tue quickest firing ever done in these parts was done on 
Rock Island Arsenal, at exactly the hour of noon yesterday, 
when the national salute of 38 guns was fired.

Capt. Meade writes from Halifax, N. 8., under date of 
July 6, as follows: Since my last despatch, His Excellency, 
the Marquis of Lorne, Governor-Geueral of the Dom‘nion 
of Canada, has arrived in Halifax to make an official inspec- 
tion. On Saturday, July 2, telegraphic news of the dastardly 
attack on the President was received, whereupon I imme- 
diately notified the English and French admirals, and Lieut.- 
Gen. Sir Patrick McDougall, commanding H, M. land forces 
that in consequence of His Excellency’s critical condition, I 
should not dress ship with flags or celebrate our national 
anniversary on the 4th. Cards had been issued for a large 
reception on board, but the invitations were recalled, as well 
as all acceptances of invitations to festivities on shore. On 
the morning of the 4th I called with several of the officers, 
on Lord Lorne, sojourning at the Government Honse. The 
Marquis expressed the deepest sympathy for the President 
and his family, as well as for our Government and people. 
The same day he visited the Vandalia with a large staff of 


the most notable persons in the government, and was received | 


with the honors previously given by the English admiral, to 
wit : Yards manned, and the other ceremonies (except salute) 
accorded to a member of the Royal family. I had not 
known until this time that the British government permitted 
this salute to the Marquis—the salute fired by the Northum- 
berland wan 19 guns. The Lieut.-Governor of Nova Scotia, 
the English and French admirals, the Lieut.-General, and in 
fact all the officials, have proffered their sympathy and 
regrets for the lamentable occurrence at Washington, and 
His Excellency, the Governor-General, has refused to unite 
in any festivity while the condition of the President of the 
United States is so critical. On all sides I have observed 
evidence of kindly feeling towards our Government and 
people. Yesterday I witnessed a review and sham fight, in 
which it is said about 3,000 troops took part. It ended with 
a storming of a redoubt, which was well done, and made a 
fine show. To-day we are to have some torpedo exercises, 
involving the blowing up of a boom and passage into the 
harbor—the Tenedos representing the attacking fleet, and 
the royal engineers and royal artillery defending the harbor 
with guns and submarine mines. Thursday there is to be 
a review of the naval brigade, and on Friday a grand 
regatta. I shall, weather permitting, sail on Saturday 
morning for St. Pierre, Miquelon. e weather has been 
generally uvpleasant during our stay, but I hope the long 
continuance of storm, rain, and fog will msure us better 
weather on the fishing grounds. The vessels of war in 
harbor are the Northumberland, Tenedos, Phoenix, and Von- 
test (English), Magicienne and Dumo:t D’ Urviile (French), 
the latter under the command of Admiral Halligon, who 
has been very courteous. The officers and crew of the 
Vandalia are in their usual good heaith.

Brown said on Wednesday to.a New 
York Times reporter that for himself he was quite willing to 
declare his belief that the Alcrm is a decided success. The 
drawbacks which at first handicapped her constructors have 
all been overcome, aud Admiral Porter’s triumph in this boat 
is as positive as the most enthusiastic could desire. ‘The 
Alarm,” said her commanding officer, ‘draws but little 
water, and vessels of her model will serve as a coast defence, 
such as we cannot otherwise secure in any way. They will 
be able to run in all of the shallows of our coast and do 
effective service. A European iron-clad would not dare 
pursue where they could run with all safety. And ina fight 
out at sea there is not a vessel floating that could overmaster 
one of them. I believe that the Alarm’s success will soon 
be universally acknowledged, and that it will have the result 
of completely revolutionizing naval warfare—at least in 
America. In the fogs which always abound along our coast 
vessels such as the Alarm, with their speed lo 
attachments, would prove an immeasurable power. And 
they have many qualities other than their capabilities to 
recommend them, They cost comparatively small sums. 
They can be built for a mere tithe of the cost of other men- 
of-war. They are economicaliy managed—but 45 meri— 
officers, marines, and sailors—are required in all to fully man 
the Alarm.”

THE NAVAL ADVISORY BOARD. 
'HE Naval Advisory Board, convened by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to prepare a plan for the reor- 
ganization and increase of the Navy, to be recom- 
mended for adoption by Congress at its next session, 
met at the Navy Department last Monday, and com- 
menced work in good earnest, and have since been 
holding sessions daily from ten o'clock in the morning 
until three in the afternoon. The names of the Board 
were given in the order published the week before last. 
Admiral John Rodgers is President and Lieutenant 
Very has been chosen Recorder. 
The first work of the Board was to examine into the 
condition of every vessel now on the Navy List, in or 
der to see exactly what we already have. The records 
of the Bureaus of Construction and Steam Engineering 
have been examined, and all the necessary data col- 
lected. 
Attention thus far has been given mostly to our re- 
quirements as to an unarmored fleet. It is the present 
intention of the Board to fix upon the size of vessels, 
classification, general necessities of speed, armament 
and equipment, number and estimated cost of vessels to 
be built within a limited number of years, the vessels to 
be built and equipped, ready for service, within the 
prescribed time. These main points being agreed upon, 
the Board will divide into a number of sub-committees 
fur the examination and settling of details. The Buard 
is so constituted as to afford especial facility for sub- 
committee work, there being amongst its members well- 
recognized experts in construction, steam engineering, 
ordnance, and equipment. All the designs for new 
vessels now in possession of the Navy Department, 
together with such as may be submitted hy the owners 














of the principal private steamship yards in this country 
within the next few weeks, wi.l be carefully examined, 


| the excellent points of each considered, aud combined 


to arrive at thoroughly efficient types and classes of 
vessels. This final matter of combination will be en- 
trusted to the full Board. 

One excellent feature in the Board is the thorough 
cordiality and good feeling existing amongst its mem- 
bers.

jis finally put, and the majority decide what shall be. 


These decisions are as yet not in themselves final, but 
are left open for reconsideration, any member being at 
liberty at any time to bring a question again up for recon- 
sideration. This is in order to enable each member to 
carefully go over and examine opinions at leisure, that 
he or his colleagues may modify them as his judgment 
may point out. The Buard now feel confident that, 
notwithstanding the great amouot of work and the 
short time allowed (until Nov. 4th) in which to do it, 
they will be able to finish it thoroughly. They feel 
confidence in each other, and only ask the Navy at 
large to uphold them in their final report in order to 
place our Navy in the first rank as a thoroughly efficient 
service, and that in /ess than ten years. 

The Board is required to consider and advise the De- 
partment upon the following su'-jects, with a view to 
recommending such disposition as Congress will be 
most likely to approve: 1. The number of vessels to be 
built. 2. The class, size, and displacement. 3. The 
material—wood, iron, or steel. 4. The nature and size 
of engines and machinery. 5. The armament for each 
class. 6. The appropriate equipment and rigging. 7. 
The internal arrangement and such other details as may 
seem necessary and proper; and the probable cost of 
each vessel when ready for sea. 

The first week’s work consists of a preliminary dis- 
cussion or a survey of the whole work, and its division 
and assignment to sub-committees. On Monday next, 
July 18, the Board will put the entire work into the 
hands uf the appropriate sub-committees and adjourn 
until October 1st, when it will re-assemble to receive 
the sub-committees reports, and make up its final report 
to Congress. Friday and Saturday of the present week 
will be devoted to the preliminary discussion of Iron- 
Clad Ships, Harbor Defence, and Torpedo Boats. The 
meterial to be used for ship building, the arrangement 
for batteries, double-bottoms, water-tight compart- 
ments, and similar subjects, have already had a pre- 
limivary discussion. 

The first week of the committee having been devoted 
entirely to the work of organization, division of labor, 
and preliminary discussion, it may be said that nothing 
has been positively decided. The discussion upon cer- 
tain important points has, however, brought out the 
Opiuions of members so fully that the ultimate decision 
is clearly foresecn. The material to be used for exam. 





ple: it is as good as already decided that al] the new 
vessels will be built wholly of iron and steel, except the 
very smallest class, which are to be built wholly of 
wood ; and that no ‘‘ composite” vessels, of any kind or 
for any purpose, will be recommended. A large 
majority of the Board have so declared themselves, and 
suck will be the final decision. 

When this matter gets into Congress it will at once 

bring up the question as to whether the new iron and 
steel vessels shall be built by the Government at the 
Navy-yards or by the owners of private yards on Gov- 
ernment account, as is done by the English government. 
Our Government cannot build iron or steel vessels with- 
Out purchasing new and enormously expensive ‘‘ plants” 
in at least three of its Navy-yards—its present equip- 
mert being adapted to wooden ship building only—and 
employing new sets of workmen; while private yards 
are allready with equipments, experience, and skilled 
workmer to enter upon the work of construction of the 
new vessels at once, and without a dollar of expense to 
the Government for machinery, etc., etc. Moreover, it 
will be urged that by building at private yards the 
Government will be better served, and will at the same 
time encourage ship buildivg in this country far better 
than by any system of subsidy. 
This subject will not be lightly disposed of. It will 
receive a careful consideration both by the Naval Ad- 
visory Board and Congress; and wiil doubtless result in 
a substantial improvement of our Navy. 


THE CREEDMOOR FALL MEETING. 
Unver the present decision of the War Department 
the Regular Army, we are sorry to say, will not partici- 
pate this year in the fal meeting of the National Rifle 
Association at Creedmoor during September next. In 
lieu thereof it will, under the provisions of G. O. No. 
84, of Muy 10, 1881, from the Headquarters of the 
Army, compete at certain designated stations in each 
geographical military division and department about 
the middle of October next, for the honor of places. 
in. division and department teams, and for prizes 
offered by the Department. As the Army never—well, 
hardly ever—expresses dissatisfaction with orders ema- 
nating from its supreme authority, it is difficult to say 
whether the new programme meets general approval, 
but it is safe to say that the loss of the experience 
gained by it at Creedmoor will be missed. 

It has. been suggested that the difficulty might still 
be obviated if the National Rifle Association were to 
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postpone its date of meeting until after the military 
teams have competed at their stations—that is to say, 
until about the last week in October—and that the 
War Department might in that case then permit those 
teams to come to Creedmoor and enter into competi- 
tion with the teams from the various States there as- 
sembled. The distance for each would not be great. 
Gen. Sheridan’s teams meet at Fort Leavenworth, Gen. 
Hancock's at Governor’s Island, and Gen. McDowell’s 
at San Francisco. These are accessible poiuts, and the 
expense would be inconsidcrable. 

On the other hand, it is suggested that October would 
not be a suitable month for the fall meeting, as the 
business men belonging tv the militia would not be 
so willing to sacrifice their time in that month as they 
would in September, when the fall trade bas scarcely 
commenced, and the summer trade hus about ended. 
Perhaps, however, the two controlling parties, the 
War Department and the National Rifle Association, 
may be able to make such use of these suggestions as 
to accomplish the very desirable object of having the 
Regular Army once again represented at Creedmoor 
to seek fresh laurels there. 

NAVY-YARD LABOR. 

One of the troubles that beset a commandant of a 
Navy-yard is the selection of mechanics and laborers. 
There is often a disposition on the part of politicians to 
use the yards for the advancement of their own interests. 
For many years the influence of members of Congress 
was used in the appointment of civil employees and in 
the selection of workmen at the yards. At length the 
abuse became so glaring that a few years ago a law was 
enacted to check it, and this now forms sec. 1544 of the 
Revised Statutes, reading as follows: 


Laborers shall be employed in the several Navy-yards by 
the proper officers in chaige, with refcrence to skill and 
efficiency, and without regard to other considerations. 

Laborers, in its proad sense, means all civil employees 
connected with the yard. No statute could be more 
explicit—‘‘ skill and efficiency,” without regard to 
‘‘ other consicerations ” 

This law was adhered to very closely during the ad- 
ministration of Secretary Thompson, and it is believed 
that the work in the Navy-yards wes as well and as 
economically executed under him as under any of his 
predecessors. He supported the commandants and the 
officers under them in their efforts to secure competent 
persons to do Government work. One of his first acts 
was to embody this law in circular instructions, issued 
for the guidaace of the officers at the yards. 

We are glad to see that the present Secretary of the 
Navy takes ground promptly for the maintenance of 
that wholesome statute. In a circular posted on the 
columns of the corridors in the Navy Department build- 
ing, printed in letters so large that he who runs can read, 
he says: ‘* All applications for employment of any kind 
in the Navy-yards of the Government must be made 
directly to the officers in charge of the several yards; if 
made to the Department they will not be considered.” 

As connected with this subject, we may quote an 
answer once made to a resolution of the House of Repre- 
sentatives March 1, 1860, by Secretary Toucey. The 
resolution had directed him to communicate to the 
House the report of a board of officers, which had been 
appointed to ‘‘inquire into the abuses of the Navy- 
yards.” The board was composed of Captains F. H. 
Gregory and G. J. Van Brunt; Commanders C. H. 
Poor and John R. Tucker, and Lieut. David D. Porter 
—all officers of distinction. From the report we extract 
the following : 

It has been proved by the evidence before the board, that 
in every department under the charge of masier workmen, 
men have been takon on when not required ; and their me- 
chanical qualificauons were not takeu into consideratioa as 
much as their poli ical proclivities Great efforts have been 
made by the milit»ry authority to keep matters in proper 
condition, but no commandant cau exercise an immediate 
control unless his order shall be sustained by higher authur- 
ity ; and he feels that his just decisions will not set aside 
by the representation of » master workman, or a foreman 
who, in fact, holds a very subo: diate position on the rolls 
oftheyard. ... . The military commandants were 
aided only in a measure by the master workmen, who, not 
feeling secure in their poritions, incline to lean to their 
patrons who hold high political app int nents, and would, if 
permitted, ignore the naval authority altugether. This stvte 
of things does not arise from any mors] defect in the char- 
acter of the master workmen, who are, with few exceptions, 
excellent men and god mechanics ; but they, one and all, 
testify that they had to trun their sails to the political breeze 
for fear of having scme one put in their places who would 
be more pliable to the requests or commands of outside in- 
fluevce, 

There is a good deal of purgency in the manner in 
which this condition of things is expressed, but, at the 
same time, there is much solid and grave factin it. The 
difficulty at that period seems to have been that the 
master workmen and toremen were selected upon politi- 
cal considerations—the members of Congress controlling 
their appointment, that is, securing it from the head of 
the Navy Department. In turn, these master workmen 





selected the workmen under them; not to serve the Gov- 
ernment to the best advautage, but to serve the interests 
of the member of Congress to whom they indirectly 
owed their employment. 

It is not difficult to imagine that under such a perni- 
cious system, the authority of the military commandant 
was broken down, and the Navy-yards prostituted to 
political purposes. Even the commandant himself was 
subject to the will of this same political power, and in 
danger of losing his place unless he trimmed his sails 
to the political breeze raised by the Senator or Congress- 
man whose wishes were not gratified. 

It will be a glorious day when politics are banished 
from the workshops of the Government; where the 
officers and superintendents can exercise their judgment 
in selecting competent people to pertorm the work; and 
no one, from the highest to the lowest, will dread the 
displeasure of the politician who is seeking his advance- 
ment by getting or trying to get places for his immedi- 
ate constituents. 








WAS THE DOTEHREL DESTROYED BY A COAL 
TORPEDO? 


While English officials are awaiting the return and 
report of the divers to help it to a conclusion, very nearly 
positive information has been gathered in this country. 
which, combined with actual facts that have transpired 
in London and other cities of the United Kingdom, offer® 
a terrible theory of the Doterel calamity, that is, the de. 
struction of the corvette was due neither to negligence 
in the engine room or to fire in the magazines, but tothe 
infernal machinery of an organization which has within 
the current year attempted repeated acts of assassination 
and incendiarism in England, for the last of which—sn 
abortive essay to blow up St. George’s Hall at Liver. 
pool—two of its agents are now under arrest. The shape 
of the explosives used by these miscreants has been 
various, the destruction of Guildhall having been at- 
tempted by a large quantity of powder in an ordinary 
box, while the agent of the Liverpool incendiaries was a 
section of gas tubiug packed with powder. A success. 
ful explosion in either case would have done no very 
serious damage to the buildings aimed at; but unde, 
ordinary circumstances a great number of innocent per 
sons must have been its victims. The material end cir- 
cumstantial proofs that have been thus far secured show 
that if a like destruction was prepared for the Doterel, 
the conspirators had recourse to a much more ingenious 
and devilish medium, the ‘‘coal torpedo”—a custing 
of coarse iron, cunningly shaped externally and glazed 
in exact imitation of a Jarge lump of steamer coal, and 
bored internally to contain when plugged a sufficient 
weight of powder for its purpose. 

The coal torpedo was first kaown among destructive 
agents during our own civil war, and, there is sub- 
stantial reason to believe, was the unsuspected cause of 
the loss of several Government craft, whose instan- 
taneous destruction could never be explained. The 
questionable honor of its invention has been credited to 
different persons. According to our own information, 
which comes from the best authority, the inventor is 
and has been for some years a resident of this city. An 
Englishman by birth, being a native of one of the 
Channel Islands, he passed a wanderer’s career for 
many years before settling in the United States. During 
the Rebellion he was a Confederate sympathizer, and 
about 1863-4 he offered to the Richmond authorities the 
use of his invention. With the close of the struggle he 
drifted to New York, where until 1877 he was on the 
special staff of a conspicuous daily journal. An adven- 
turer and a man of brilliant parts and intense sympa- 
thies, we do not believe he would have personally put 
in operation his own terrible conception, nor is it at 
all likely that he has in any way suggested its use by 
the “‘Skirmishing Fund ” agents at the present time. 

How far the coal torpedo was developed by the Con- 
federate government will probably never be known. 
That it was used, and that a secret service was organ- 
ized to extend its effectiveness, especially on the 
western and southwestern waters, is certain. The late 
Capt. Catesby Jones, who fought the Merrimac against 
the Monitor, told the writer that he was a member of a 
board .of officers to which the invention was referred, 
and which rejected it unanimously; but that, notwith- 
standing the opinivn expressed that it was an illegiti- 
mate agent of warfare, President Davis and Secretary 
of the Navy Mallory overruled the voice of regular 
officers, and gave their aid to the organization of a 
corps especially designed to utilize the torpedo. In 
Commander Barnes’s volume on ‘Submarine Warfare,” 
page 78, is published a letter addressed to Col. H. E. 
Clark, commanding the 7th Missoui Confederate 
Cavalry, from T. E. Courtenay, and dated Richmond, 
Va., Jan. 19; 1864. The correspondence relates to the 
coal torpedo solely, and the inference is natural that 


both Clark and Courtenay were practically interested in 
it. The latter states that ‘‘ the castings bave all Leen 
completed some time, and the coal is so perfect that the 
most critical eye could not detect it. The President 
thinks them perfect, but Mr. Seddon will do nothing 
without Congressional action.” He adds that Seddon, 
the Secretary of War, bad finally given his approval, 
and that a bill to organize the special corps, on a basis 
of Army pay and grade, with promotion and 50 per 
cept. premium for property destroyed, would be that 
day introduced in the Senate. 

When, some weeks ago, a Fenian leader, resident in 
this city, was reported to have said that the Doterel had 
been destroyed by a ‘coal torpedo,” left at ber coaling 
station by an emissary of the Brotherhood, and taken 
into her bunkers before she went into commission, the 
statement was regarded as simply characteristic vapor- 
ing, our public sentiment being incapable of entertaining 
the possibility of a crime so wanton in its wickedness, 
and so illogical and dastardly in its inspiration. There 
are undoubtedly very many Irishmen in this country 
who have grievances against English rule. If they 
thirst for revenge, or are honestly desirous of vindi- 
cating cherished principles, the gallant course is always 
open to them, for not a day passes that does not see the 
British flag leading fighting columns in sume part 
the world. In the ranks of the Afghans, the Boers, the 
Basutos, the always warring Hill-men, or even in 
Ashantee land, honorable blows might bave been and 
may be again struck against England. But the. gene- 
rous hospitality of the United States must not be per- 
verted to the uses of bravos and assassint, who employ 
methods which every civilized nation has condemned. 








A MILITIA FOR THE SEA. 


In an article entitled ‘‘ A Militia for the Sea,” con- 
tributed to the North American Review for August, Mr. 
Jobn Roach makes another effort to direct public atten- 
tion to the necessity of maintaining our naval power 
and merchant marine, in both of which we_ have lost 
position since the civil war. ‘‘I propose,” says Mr. 
Roach, ‘‘to show our present naval condition, the 
costly consequences of naval weakness in the past, the 
urgent necessity to provide naval protective for the 
future, and to suggest a plan to provide this protection 
in the most economical and effective way—a way at 
once profitable to the Government and promotive of 
our commerce.” After dwelling at some length upon 
the subject of our material weakness, Mr. Roach goes 
on to say ‘‘that we should retain a naval force of so 
high a character and efficiency, with so inadequate a 
fleet, is a great credit to our nationality. In case of a 
naval war to-norrow, we could send into it some of the 
best naval material, in men, in the world; but to send 
them into it in any war-ships we possess would be like 
the blunder of sending the Six Hundred to their death 
in the charge of Balaklava. . . . Our whole naval re- 
cord from 1775 down is a noble one, making our posi- 
tion now appear but the more uoworthy nnd pitiable by 


contrast.” 
Mr. Roach’s plan ‘‘is to build 100 fast iron screw- 


steamships, to be divided into five classes, one of 4.000 
tons, with 16 knots speed, and the others of 4,000; 3,500, 
8,000, and 2,500 tons respectively, with 15 knots speed ; 
the last twenty to draw when loaded not exceeding 14 
feet, so as to eater some of our Southern ports.” Mr, 
Roach presents plans showing how such vessels might 
be readily altered to iron-clad cruisers, and goes on’ to 


say : 

I know one man from whom one-quarter of the amount 
needed to construct the whole fleet could be procured. at ouce, 
on the followiog basis : The Government to advertise—giv- 
ing an equal chance to the shipowners and capitalists of the 
whole netion—for the building of such steamers, to run on 
such service for a term of ten years, the ships to conform in 
speed and tonnage to those above classified, to erred on 
ihbe approved by the Government limiting the service 
to a certain amount per mile, according to speed and ton- 
nage, to be given to the lowest bidder... . 

This alteration, when ceqaired, could be made in thirty 
days ; our eizht Navy-yards doing sixteen, and private yards 
the rest. Tbe plans are 8 arranged, by provisions in the origi- 
nal constructwn, that it would not cost the merchint more 
than $5,000 extra on each ship. They cou'd be taken at any 
time under charter by the Government, and baving the armor 
plates readv in its own yards, they could be put in service in 
the time specitied. 7 

When the versels are not required for war purposes, the 
armor could be tuken off at nut more than $2,000 cost, and 
the ship again put to her legitimate work. Tuis fleet woud 
give us more and better protection than we ever had from 
our present or past Navy. These one hundred iron-clud:, 
manned by 6,000 men, would be the best practical school for 
Annapolis graduates, giving them such practical knuwledye 
of the harbors of their own and of foreign countries as would | 
be of inestimable value to them and to the nation, One of 
these 4.000-ton ship: would require a crew of 350 men. the 
others in Jike propurtion.

Tus week we begin to get news from the Behring 
Straits region: Captain C. L. Hooper, commanding 
the cutter Corwin, writes from Plover Bay, Siberia, 
under date June 15, saying: ‘‘ We reached St. Law- 
rence Island, May 28, and entered the Arctic on the 
30th. On June 2 we losta rudder in theice. The 
same day on which the accident occurred we landed a 
a party equipped with twenty-five dogs and four sleds, 
with two months’ rations, arms, ammunition, etc., with 
instructions to explore the coast of Asia as far north 
as Jachin for tidings of the Jeannetie. A report had 
reached the Corwin that a party of seal hunters from 
the vicinity of Cape North had seen the wreck of two 
whalers, supposed to be the Vigilant and Mount Wal- 
laston. We learn that natives boarded the Vigilant last 
November at North Cape and found the bodies of the 
crew. The Wallaston was found eighty miles further 
north. The season in the Arctic has been very open, 
and the whalers liken it to that of 1867, when they ul! 
went to Wrangell Land.” The whaler Thomas Pope, 
Capt. Millard, arrived. July 12, at San Francisco from 
the Arctic. She left the Straits June 21. The day be- 
fore leaving she spoke the whaler Progress, Captain 
Barker, and from her learned that Indians near East 
Cape had found the two missing whalers, Vigilant and 
Mount Waliaston. The Indians founa three corpses 
only on board the Vigilant, and from their appearance 
it was evident that they had died in the first year of 
their captivity in the ice. The Indians brought away 
from the Vigilant some money, a spy-glass, bomb-gua 
and fowling-piece. No one, dead or alive, was found 
on the Mount Wallaston. The revenue cutter Corwin 
has sent a sledge party in search of the Indians to re- 
cover the articles named and obtain further information. 
There is no news from the Jeannette. 


Gen. SHERMAN was interrogated this week at Wash- 
ington, as to his plans for changing the stations of some 
of the regiments this year. The General at once 
answered that he would not tell what they were now, 
and besides he would let the officers most interested 
have the earliest information, so that they could make 
the necessary preparations for the movement. He said 
that he was much hampered by the amount of the ap- 
propriation for transportation of the Army for the fiscal 
year, which had been cut down by Congress to the 
lowest notch. The rapid extension of railroads 
throughout the country has made it possible to make 
exchanges of regiments very rapidly. An exchange of 
two regiments can be made in days now where former- 
ly it would take weeks or months. Then, however, 
while the cavalry and infantry used to march long dis- 
tances, they now move mostly by rail or steamer. And 
there is no saving in expense in moving troops. On 
the other hand, the expense to an officer in moving his 
family is largely increased, which i: a hardship. There 
are a number of regiments that have been too long on 
their present stations, and some of them have had a 
very hard time indeed. The General showed that he 
had been seriously considering the matter, but 
deemed it best, even if his plans were already ma- 
tured, to not make them generally public now. For 
several years he has desired to relieve the 4th Artillery, 
and other regiments which he nt one time designated, 
but each year has found the appropriation for trans- 
portation so much exhausted by the necessity for rapid 
movements of troops to meet sudden emergencies uf In- 
dian outbreaks and other disturbances, that nothing re- 
mained with which to pay the expenses of change of 
station. 


Tux Secretary of the Interior has rendered a decision 
in the case of Milton L. Woodworth, involving the 
question of the right of an inmate of a soldiers’ home, 
who withdraws from the home without the consent of 
the managers, to receive his pension. Woodworth, 
who was an inmate of the Soldiers’ Home at Hampton, 
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Va., left without leave and refused to return, although 
informed by the managers that if he did not do so he 
would be discharged for desertion. He applied to the 
Pension Office for his pension, but payment was re- 
fused except through the Treasurer of the Home. 
Woodworth insisted on his right to receive his pension, 


him | 2nd the question was submitted te Secretary Kirkwood. 


The Secretary decides that the pension laws point to the 
pensioner as the sole beneficiary, and in all cases not 
excepted by special statute makes payment directly to 
him compulsory on the part of the pension agent. The 
law directs the payment of certain pensions to treasurers 
of soldiers’ homes, but also guards the disbursement of 
pensicns solely for the benefit of the pensioner without 
deductions. It is a naked trust which can only be 
exercised toward those continuing in the receipt of the 
care of the soidiers’ homes. If that care and benefit 
cannot be given or is repudiated by the soldier, the 
soldier and not the institution should be entitled to 
receive the pension. 


Tue General Order just issued by the Secretary of 
the Navy in regard to the further development of the 
training system, establishes a systematic and thorough 
course of gunnery instruction, which cannot fail to be 
of much benefit to the naval apprentices. The order 
sets apart a vessel connected with the training station, 
to be known as the gunnery ship, on which is to be 
established the gunnery school of instruction. Special 
certificates, with special pay, will be given to those who 
may successfully pass the prescribed course, and in ad- 
dition the successful candidates will be eligible to the 
rates of coxswains, captains of the tops, etc. The im- 
portance of a rigid training system for our Navy can- 
not be too highly estimated, and Secretary Hunt’s order 
indicates that the Navy Department is fully alive to its 
necessity. 


Instructions No. 86, dated from Chief Signal Office, 
July 6, 1881, directs that for purposes of wider range 
in practical telegraphy, a practice line shall at once be 
built at Fort Myer for the benefit of the officers and en- 
listed men under instruction. It is to be two miles in 
length, with two wires, to be built over the most diffi- 
cult ground on the reservation; half the number of 
posts to be iron, the others wood, Prominent points 
are to be two poles, each 50 feet high, for the purpose 
of frequent practice in climbing. The material em- 
ployed is to be purposely in part defective, that frequent 
breaks may occur, to be tested for and repaired by the 
men. Half a mile of wire is to be insulated, and is to 
pass through water or be buried underground. Every 
fifth pole will have a lightening rod attached.

THE ARTILLERY, ORDNANCE, AND MAGA- 
ZINE GUN BOARDS. 


Tue board of artillery officers convened under General 
Orders No. 39, current series, assembled in rooms corner 
of 17th and Pennsylvania avenue, Washington, D. C., 
July 12. It will probably be a day or two before a 
regular order of business will be observed. The subject 
of ordnance or most suitable gun for the light artillery 
will perhaps be the first topic considered; then the 
carriage, harness, etc., will follow naturally. Each 
member of the board will present his views upon all, 
or upon that particular branch in which he is the most 
interested. Some of the members have brought with 
them parts of harness, trappings, etc., which their 
experience has suggested as most suitable and useful for 
the wants of the service. ‘The officers composing the 
board, with the exception of the president, are com- 
manders of the light batteries of the several artillery 
regiments, and are well posted as to the wants and 
necessities of their special orgenization. The present 
extreme heated term is not conducive to long daily ses- 
sions. The Chief of Ordnance recommended that the 
whole subject of magazine guns be referred to this 
board. Gen. Sherman has not yet appro7zed of this 
letter, and the board has not as yet considered the entire 
scope or precise order in which it will consider all the 
subjects up for its consideration. General Benét 
has also addressed a letter to General Tidball, 
the president of the board, recommending that 
the members take a trip to the proving ground on Staten 
Is'and, make a practical investigation of the methods 
persued there, also to the Watervliet Arsenal, with a 
view to the examination of the various harness, trap- 
pings, etc.; make their report and recommendations 
and then take a recess until 3uch tinie as can have been 
pre models of changes recommended; then re- 
assemble and test the things recommended, mere paper 
ideas and drawings being of little practical utility. We 
have heard it suggested that Washington was not the 
most suitable place for boards of this kind to meet in, 
the summer being too hot and uncomfortable for hard 
work, and too much politics in the winter season. 
However, in this instance the beard will undoubtedly 
soon adjourn from Washington to visit Staten Islund, 
Watervliet, and probably New York, there to meet the 
Ordnance board. General Sherman desires this board 
to go and meet anywhere where it is considered expe- 
dient for a thorough investigation. It will undoubtedly 
be a very interesting report which the board will finally 
submit. 

The Board for Heavy Ordnance and Projectiles met 
ce | 13th, at Room 14, Army Building, corner Greene 
and Houston streets, New York.

Gen. Joun C. Pemperton, who commanded at Vicksburg 
daring the siege which ended in the surrender t} General 
Grant, July 4, 1863, died at Penlilyn, Penn., Wednesday af- 
ternoon, at the age of 64. Gen. Pemberton was a native of 
Pennsylvania, having been born in Philadelphia in 1817, He 
was appoioted a cadet in the Military Academy in 1833, and 
was graduated in 1837, ranking 27 in his class. Among his 
classmates were John Sedgwick, Joe Hooker, W. H. French, 
E. D. Townsend, J. Vogdes,H. W. Benham, A. B. Dyer, 
Jubal A. Early, Braxton Bragg, and Robert H. Chilton. Upon 
his graduation he was promoted to be 2d Lieut., 4th Artil_ 
lery, and served againrt the Seminole Indians during 1837 and 
1838. He was made ist Lieut. of Artillery March 19, 1842, 
and served as Aide-de-camp to Gen. Worth during the Mexi- 
can war. He was engaged in the battles of Palo Alto, 
Resaca de la Palma, Monterey, at the siege of Vera Cruz, 
and at Cherubusco and Molino del Rey. He was brevetted 
Captain for Monterey, and Major for Molino del Rey. At 
Cherubusco he also distinguished himself, and at the capture 
of Mexico was wounded. He was made Captain of the 4th 
Artillery Sept. 16, 1850, and from that time until 1861 served 
on the frontier and in garrison duty. At the outbreak of the 
Rebellion, Cant. Pemberton joined the Confederacy where, 
being a special favorite of Jefferson Davis, and a man of 
recognized ability, his advancement was rapid. He re_ 
signed his commission ia the U. 8. Service April 29, 1861, and 
ectered the Confederate service with a commission as Col. of 
Cavalry, and was appointed A. A. G. to Gen. J. E. Johnston. 
In 1862 he was advanced to Brig. Gen., and later to the rank 
of Lieut. Gen., witb his headquarters at Vicksburg. After 
the surreuder Gen. Pemberton resigned his vommission as 
Lieut. Gen., and was made Inspector of Artillery, command- 
ing at Charleston. At the close of the war he went to War- 
renton, Fauquier County, Va., and settled down ona farm, 
where he remained until a few years ago, when he returned 
to Pennsylvania, his native State, where he died. 

Tue Dakota Heraid, of July 9, seys: Major Joe Bush, of 
the 25th Infantry, stationed at Fort Randall, came down from 
that post Tuesday, accompanied by his wife, and took Wed 
nesday morning’s train for Somerville, Massachusetis, where 
he will take a season of rest uuder a sick leave. Maj. Bush 
has served a good many years as an Officer of the Army in 
this part of Dakota, being at one time in the early days in 
charge of a garrison of troops stationed at Yankton for the 
protection of the few settlera then iu this section against ma- 
rauding hostile Sioux. At all times he has distinguished him- 
self as a gallant, faithful, and efficient officer, and is held in 
the highest esteem by every Dakotaian who has had the far 
vor of his acquaintance. In fact, he is the most popula- 
officer that ever served in Dakota. His long service in the 
Army has seriously impaired his health and he is now an ap- 
plicant for a well merited, honorable retirement. But we 
shall all be sorry to lose Major Joe Bush from amongst us.

Bounty Land Warrants for Soldiers’ Home.—The opinion 
of the Attorney General on the Soldiers’ Home right to re- 
ceive bounty land warrants belonging to deceased soldiers, 
was received by the Secretary of War, July 11. After stating 
the case and citing the law governing it, viz., act of Feb. 11, 
1847, (sec. 9, 11 St. 125), sec. 7, act of March 3, 1857 (9 Bt. 
596), the Attorney General reaches his conciusion as follows : 

The act of 1847 provides (sec. 9) that the certificate or war- 
rant may be located by the warrantee or his t Jaw, 
and it was not until 1852 that they were made assignable, 
and not until 1858 that they were declared to be personal 
chattels. It is clear therefore that when the act of 1851 was 
passed these certificates were not meant to be included in the . 
word ‘‘moneys.” Subsequent legislation while it has 
changed their character somewhat still lessens their chattels 
personal assignable by an instrument in writing, but has not 
made them money. It is suggested by the Commissioner of 
the Soldiers’ Home that the certificate might be converted 
into money and the proceeds held by them until demanded 
by the heirs or legal representatives of the deceased. Apart 
from the absence of any express enactment authorizing the 
transfer by the Commissioner of such warrants, it seems to 
me that sec. 4818 R. 8. does not contemplate the transfer to 
the Commissioners of any part of the estates of a deceased . 
soldier except money. The certificate 1s not even a right to 
demand money. It is merely a right to locate said warrant 
on aay qrneen section of land subject to private entry. The 
personal effects which would perish with the using are not 
transferred to the Soldiers’ Home, but money having no ear 
marks can at any time be returned in kind, land warrants or 
any other species of personal property which to become avail- 
able would have to be sold, might or might not be replaced 
in kind, and when demanded might command in the market 
a very different price from that obtained by the Commis- 
sioners. 

I am of opinion that the Soldiers’ Home is not entitled to 
bounty land warrants belongivg to the estates of deceased 
soldiers, and which remain unclaimed for the period of three 
years subsequently to the death of such soldiers,

A NEW THEORY OF HEAVY ORDNANCE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: A statement appeared in the JournaL a short 
time ago to the effect that the exhaustive experiments 
in gunnery which the constructor of ordnance had su- 
pervised at Sandy Hook had developed a partially new 
theory of beavy ordnance, suggestions of which had ap- 
peared in O.dnance Notes and other publications. 

As this subject, always important, has peculiar per- 
tinence in view of the present insufficient character of 
our coast defences, and as there is no necessity for sur- 
rounding such matters with the atmosphere of mystery, 
which it is claimed pervades the precincts of that plea- 
sant summer resort, ‘The Hock,” it is thought that your 
informant may be fairly challenged to a more specific 
statement of his facts. A reasonable familiarity with 
the publications called Ordnance Notes shows that, with 
the exception of the description of the construction and 
proof of the first 8.in. rifle (in which Palliser’s name is 
not so much as mentioned), there is but a single one from 
the constructor’s office foreshacowing any principle of 
gun construction, and this is a reprint of an official pro- 
position to construct a 44-inch siege gun of cast iron, 
wrought iron, and steel of such extraordinary propor- 
tions that, while deficient in both longitudinal and trans- 
verse strength, it was to weigh about eight thousaad 
pounds and cost about eight thousand dollars, or just 
exactly twice as much as such a gun should weigh and 
three times as much as a better gun would cost. It is 
credit »aving to the Ordnance Departinent that such a 
gun has never been built, but th? artillerist would 
breathe more freely if he could be reassured-on this 
point, and that this is not the theory of heavy ordnance, 
‘partially new” or otherwise, which has been referred 
to as the fruit of study and observation of the results at 
Sandy Hook. Heavy ordnance this is indeed ina 
literal, but scarcely so in the technical sense. 

It is scarcely thought that the experiments at Sandy 
Hook can be cal'ed ‘* exhaustive.” On the other hand 
they have been desultory and inconclusive. We are 
treated occasionally to an opinion or a recommendation 
supposed to be based upon aclose observation of the re— 
sults of practice and the records made. But members 
of the profession, if not the public, like to have the data 
upon which to form their own conclusions, and are en- 
titled to it, that they may challenge, if need be, the 
conclusions and deductions of those whose special duty it 
may be to solve these questions of deep interest and 
national importance. No doubt the experiments at the 
Hook have been suggestive, and might be more so if 
more were known of them. But if any novel and im- 
portant principles of gun construction have been de- 
duced from them at the consiructor’s office, certainly

brother of Charles Julius Guiteau, who shot the President, 
states as follows concerning his brother : 


Charles Julius Guiteau was born at Freeport, Lil., Sept. 8, 
1841, and was the fourth child of Luther Wiison Guiteau and 
Jane A., his wife. He never held any position of trust, 
responsibility, or profit under any government, corporation, 
firm. or seciety. 

The mothe: of Charles Julius, myself, and Mrs. George 
Scoville (nee Frances M. Guiteau), was a woman of rare 
purity of life and Christian character, as well as a lady of 
cultivation. She was the daughter of Maj. John Howe, a 
man of heroic individuality and sterling old f.shioned charac- 
ter. He was a surveyor by profession, and at one time was a 
Custom-house officer at Sandy Creek, N. Y., but when my 
mother was born re-ided in Denmark, N. Y. His people 
were of English origin, P 
I know of no case of insanity in either my father’s or my 
motber's family, with the exception that my father had a 
brother who died, at the age of 29, December 20, 1829, in the 
Insane Asylum in New York city, his insanity being caused 
by disappointment and remorse at the result of a duel in 
which he killed bis rival in an affair of love. No record of 
particulars. I see by the parers that Julius says he has two 
cousins who are insane. I thiuk this is not true, as I never 
heard of any other cese than the one I have meutioned. _ 

I have but little personal knowledge of my brother’s life. 

Our mother died in 1848, when I was 14 years of age and ho 
7. Since 18711 have lived in Boston. Julius and I never 
knew ¢ach other intimately. What I did know of him was by 
seeing him occasionally, at intervals of years, and hearing 
unpleasant things of bim through the newspapers, by letters 
from my father, and by what I saw and heard while he was 
in Boston two years ago. I knew that my brother had been 
for years insane to a certain degree, aud, knowing Jess about 

his life and character than I have since learned by readiag 
the various accounts of him which have been published, I 
supposed his insanity bad reached a point of wild irrespounsi- 
bility ; that he had committed the act ina mouent of mad 
frenzy, under the hallucination excited by the failure of his 
crazy attempts to get an offices and the interest he had taken 
in the Senatorial fight at Albany. Whether he is insane to 

the extent of not knowing the moral character and effect of 

his own act, or of losing the power to restrain his criminal 
intentions, if he had any desire to do so, will undoubtedly be 
properly investigated in the light of all the facts by the 
proper tribunal. 


Dr. J. H. Baxter, Chief Medical Parveyor, U.S. A., in 
recent letter to Dr. McKnight, gives an account of his recent 
rencontre with Dr. Bliss, substantially according with the 
one published in last week’s JounnaL.

I went directly from the depot to the White House, and 
findiog Dr. Bliss, said to him: ‘ Doctor, I bave come to ark 
you to take me 1n to see the President.” He replied : ‘* Well, 
I don't see the necessity of your seeing the President ; I wish 
to keep bim quiet.” Somewhat astonished at bis reply, I 
seid: **I make the request as the President's physician. I 
have for years been bis physician.” ‘' Yes,” replied Dr. Bliss, 
“I know your game; you wish to sneak up here and take 
this case out of my hands.” I said: ‘‘I wish nothing, Dr. 
Bliss, except what I am entitled to. If the President prefers 
that you should take charge of his case, I haven't a word to 
say.” ‘‘ Well,” said Dr. Bliss, ‘‘you just try it on. [ teil 
you that you can’t do it. I know how yu are sneaking 
around to prescribe for those who have influence and will 
lobby for you.” “That isalie!” I replied, whereupon he 
sprang to his feet, and his son, coming across the room, 
placed his hand on my shoulder and said: ‘I thiuk I huve 
sometbirg to say about this ” 
The ir propriety of having any disturbance in a room next 
to that in which the President lay so grievously wounded at 
once came to mind, and taking my hat, I teft the room, and 
have not since attempted to visit the President. I believe, 
us do other members of the profession in this city, that the 
treatment I received was discourteous in the extreme. 


The Hartford Cour.mnt says: Col. Corbin, of the War De- 
partment, says: ‘I have an idea that a ball does not have its 
greatest power of penetration directly upon leaving the muz- 
zle, and we are busy now in trying to discover some data 
upon this question.” Others have imagined such a thing 
before and have experimented. A ball, certainly, is at its 
greatest velocity upon leaving the muzzle, and whether it 
nas its greatest penetration then depends upon the character 
of the substance into which 1t 1s discharged. Col. Corbin 
will find that if he discharges a rifie-ball with 70 grains of 
powder into a bank of clear sand, it will flatten out into a 
‘*rose” almost as if he had fired against an iron target at, 
say, 500 yards, and penetrate a comparatively short distance , 
but that if he sends a similar ball the same distance into the 
sand with only, say, 40 grains of powder, the second ball 
will preserve its form much better and penetrate very 
much further, perhaps four to six times as far. Ono 
can take a cane and smartly thrust it into the sand 
three feet with comparatively little effort, but be 
cannot throw a rifle ball that distance into pure silex with 
any charge he can putin. The heavier the charge the less 
easily the sand gets out of the way ; it packs and is crushed 
iato dust, while the ball is crushed out of shape. And 
similarly, if he will slap the water with an oar with a rapid, 
vigorous blow he can shiver the oar, penetrating the water a 
very short distance, while if he strikes the water gently the 
oar will penetrate the water uninjured. It is not the distance 
from the muzzle that affects the penetration, correctly 
stated, but the greater or less velocity which may result from 
an increase or decrease in the charge, as well as from greater 
or less distance. It is probable that he will find this effect 
less in firing into flesh than when firing into wood or sand. 
Guiteau’s pistol probably had about the right charge for a 
penetration into flesh, decreasing with the distance. But it 
is quite possible that the bullet, if striking a bone, would 
penetrate less and flatien out worse at five feet distance than 
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Mr. John Wilson Guiteat, ‘of “Boston, the only surviving

Scarcely had the noise died away than a fine looking young 
Indian, whose name was ‘‘ Bull Man,” moved up to within 
ten feet of the sacred pole where his attendant caught him 
iu his arms and carried bim as a baby to a bed of sage brush 
at the foot of the pole. Upon this he was extended at full 
length and in a thrice the mediciue men had coolly cut ghustiy 
incisions in the flesh of both breasis, through which were 
passed ‘‘skewers” of bickory wood. To the skewers were 
tastened one extremity of a rope of raw-hide, the other being 
attached to the top of thesacred pole. Bravely soundivg bis 
eagle pipe, ‘‘ Buil Man” began his melancholy dance wuich 
could only end when he had pulled the rope. and. skewers 
through his lacerated flesh. For more than an hour, he 
pulied and jumped and strained, but without avail. The flesh 
still held, aithuugh the poor wretch had fainted four times. 
At this juncwure, the medicine men held a consultation and 
came to the conclusion thet ‘‘ Bull Man”’ could not pull him- 
seif through and must be cat loose, which was at once done, 
the resulting wound being nearly two inches in diameter and 
half an inch deep. Bleeding vas prevented by thu applica- 
tion of gunpowder, avd ‘Bulli Mau” was allowed a few 
moments’ rest before resuming his place among the other 
dancers. 

‘** Bull Man” was succeeded by five or six other young men, 
who bravely subjected themselves to the same ordeal, none, 
however, being exposed for az equal length of time. 

Pages couid be filled with details of this bloody ceremony, 
but the outline here traced is comprehensive enough to give 
your readers an acquaintance with its main features without 
unneces-arily offeuding delicacy by dwelling too long upon 
scenes of bluvod and brutality. 

By dork, of tus day, the proceedings were brought. to a | 
close. having lasted altogether almost four days. Wuile still 
bratul euough in all its characteristics, the sun dance is, to 
say, merely a suggestion of whatit was a few short years ago. 
Dr. McGiliicuddy, the ageut, is domg all he can to break it 
down und is meeting with considerable success, although he 
is tov shrewd a man not to know the traditious of generations 
and the practices of centuries canuct be exti:pated in a mo- 
yoent or by violent means. The Iudians are bey naing to see 
the absurdity of many of these barbarous customs and wiihin 
the next two or three years, we shall no doubt witness the 
avandonment of this strange rite. 

At the agency I noticed, with pleasure, the great improve- 
ments effected in the condition of the Cgailalla Sioux by Dr. 
McGhllicuddy, who is the best Indian ageut I have ever seen. 
His Iudians look tp to aud respect bim, having Jearned to 
confide in his honesty, truthfulness and ability. Nearly four 
huudred of these ludians were a few years ago enlisted as 
soldieis and rendered vuluable service to Maj.-Gen. Crook, 
for whom they still cherish the warmest affectun. 

A number of Army officers were present during the whole 
of the sun dance, and seemed entirely interested mm all that 
tvauspired. 

C pt. Bourke, of Gen. Crook's staff, made elaborate and 
exhau-tive notes upon the dance and attendaut ceremonics. 
I understand that he was perfurming this duty uader order 
from Gen, Shrridan. Dr. MeGillicuddy rendered him every as- 
sistance, as did also the young officers who accompauied him, 
White and Audrews, of the 5th Cavairy, from Fort Laramie ;

‘THE STATE TROOPS. 


TuHIRTEEsSTH New York (BRooktyn).—Two hundred end 
eighty one officers snd men represented this regiment during 
its tour of rifle practice at Creedmoor on Monday, July 11, 
Lieut.-Col. Gates in command, with Capt. I. H. Babcock, 
regimental I. BR. P., in charge of the firwg, under the im- 
| m<diate supervision of Vaptain M. F. Ch istianson, acting 
| Brigade I. R. P. The battahon left its armoury in season 
|to take the 8 A. M, truin—Flatbush Avenue Depot—aud 
reached the range just st 5 miuutes part 9 o’clock. After 
the usual preliminary details the command was marched to 


the 2d class, but half an bour being lost in the squadivg 
of the men, arrangements of firing parties and issuing of 
wmmunition. The weather was simply perfect for shooting, 
warm, dump grey sky, little if any wiud, and the practive 
was only iuterrapted by a shght shower of haif au hour 
about noon. The officers were prompt to atrend to all duty, 
and throughout the day were most caretul of their men, 
looking afver the very smallest of details. As a consequeuce 
the records of this 2d clas3, 100 and 30 yards, were most 
satisiactory. One hundred and five out of the two hundred 
and eighty practicing secured the required qualification as 
follows: Field and staff shooting 5, qualified 4. non-com. 
staff 8—7, ofticers 14—12, Co. A 26—6, B32—13, C 27—9 
D 25—7, E 22—6, F 2i—6, G48—17, H17—7, 118—6, K 
22—5. Total qualified 105. This practic: was as stated 
most satisfactor.ly closed shortly after half past twelve 
o'clock. But an hour was devoted to iuncheon, for at half 
past one o'clock the range superiutendent whistied the traps 
closed, and the shooting was commenced at 200 yards in 
the Ist cless. As in the forenoon, both commis-ioned and 
non-commissioned officers and enlisted men were most at- 
tentive, and thuugh the result was not what was expected, 
but 44 qualifying, it was through no want of attention on 
the part of the troops. It was siaply a want of practice 
on an out-door range, for though the men had been in- 
structed in the positions they were all at sea in the matter 
of elevations, while the frequency of ‘*fimch” and “ pull 
off” were most paiufully noticeable, especially at the 500 
yards. At about baif past four this practice was closed 
with the following as the result of quaiification: Field and 
staff 5, non-com. staff 2, offivers 8, Co Al, B4, C3, D3, 
EO, F2, @6, H3, 16, K1; total 44. During this class 
practice Captain Babcock, regimental L. R. P., though de- 
cidedJy green at Creedmoor work, acquitted himself most 
creditubly. He was from right wo left uf the fifteen taigets 
in use during the day, ready and willing to aid and arsist 
either officer or man in anjthing pertsiuing to the prac- 
tice, yet never once intruding beyond tue limits or his 
ottice. Not a moment was wasted, as seen by the time 
consumed in both classes. Without delay the companies 
were mustered for the firing in mass, aud at a few*miuutes 
before five Pp. m. the volley firing was commenced. Tis 
practice, volley and file, was all delivered in a standing 
position, and without cbange of ranks, and with one ex- 
ception, Co. E, which fired Lut four rounds by volley and 
six by file, the company officers generally well understood 
their duties and what was required of them. The volleys 
were fairly delivered, yet not equal to what was expected from 
companies which have had so much practice in the manual 
in the armory, still hardly ope of them could be considered 
poor. ‘be file finng was most carefully delivered, slow 
and deliberate, each and every man following the instruc~ 
tions received in the dnll room. Co. G carries off the honors 
in this practice, for with 41 men firing they show a record of 
448 volley and 447 tile, an average of almost two and a half 
per shot. Co. K was lowest in this practice. The record was 
as follows :

FourtTEENTH New York Sef te contemporary 
over the big bridge—Brooklyn Hagle—is dissati-ficd with our 
rewatks regarding the management of the rifle practice of 
the 14th regiment, at Creedmoor, ow June 30, p.rticularl, 
what be calls our “strictures upon Capt. E. 8.

(officers bein, at their special target), he most certuitly de- 
serves the censure. 





Firra New Yorx —But one hundred and forty-one-mem- 
bers of this command reported for the parade of rifle prac- 
tice ou July 8. The detachment reached the range m good 
season, with Lieut.-Col A. L. Webber in commund, Capt. 
Jacob Deigel, Co. D, being detailed as acting I. R. P.-in the 
abseuce of Capt. Wella, Major E. Crosby represented the 
1-t Brigade and superv:sed the shooting. The weather was 
simply beastly, one of those heavy drizzling days, ram and 
fog, which are frequentiy met on the range at ttis sea-on of 
the year, and as the men had left their overcoats in New 
York they were soon completely soaked through and through. 
A let up of the storm was momentarily expecied, so the men 
were placed before the butts at 100 yards to shoot through 
the new second class. At this time it was observed that the 
surgeon had failed to report for duty, and Scorer W. T.

Glass caused a meeting of the families to be held in his pre- 
sence, where an agreement was made to settle the feud by 
payment for the supposed injury. In this way the commis- 
sion of a murder was avoi which would otherwise have 
resulted from the Alaska custom of ‘‘ getting even” ia some 
manner in case of injuries. 

May 29 an Indian from the village of Hootz-na-how came 
on board of the Jamestown and reported his escape from 
confinement in that villaze, where he had been denounced as 
& witch by the native medicine-man, and held. a prisoner to 
be burned alive in case of the death of one of the tribe, the 
wife ef one of the leading men. As this was the first authen- 
tic case of the ee attempt at killing, of a supposed 
witch that had been brought to Commander Glass’s attention, 
he decided to punish the persons attempting such a crime, 
and at once sent a buat expedition under Lieut. E. P. Mc- 
Ciellan to the village to arrest the medicine-man and the 
leading men of the place, and bring them to Sitka for inves- 
tigation and the punishment of the guilty parties. The Lieu- 
tenant returned after an absence of not quite two days bring- 
ing the two chiefs of the Hootz-na-how. the medicine-man 
having left the village some days before for the Chil-cat 
country. After a full investigation, Commander Glass pun- 
ished one of the chiefs by fine and imprisonment, and would 
endeavor to secure the medicine-man through the other 
chief. He hoped the prompt arrest and punishment of the 
offenders would prevent a similar attempt hereafter, as every 
effort should be made to prevent in future the wanton de- 
struction of iife which has taken place in Alaska in obedience 
dy dictates of so base a superstition as a belief in witch- 


Jas, HoBs good, a naturalized citizen, returned May 29th 
from the Yakutal country, after an absence of nearly a year 
on a prospecting voyage to the N. W. coast. He reports the 
loss of the Gold Hunter, a small schooner in which he sailed, 
after two white men, composing his crew. had been murder- 
ed by an Indian near Behering’s Bay. Tbe Indians are re- 
ported as generally friendly, the murder, having been com- 
mitted solely for plunder. Hollygood reports that the chiefs 
in the Yakutal country are well disposed—would gladly sur- 
render the murderer, but the passage is too long and too €x- 
posed for the .Jamestown’s launches. 

Since last report a home and industrial school for Indian 

boys has been established at Sitka under the auspices of the 
Presbyterian Board of Missions of New York. It is intended 
to educate the boys thoroughly, and, as far as possible, teach 
thom trades, in order that they may become, in time, teach- 
ers among the different tribes. Commander Glass has given 
the enterprise all the assistance in his power, as he is con- 
vinced of its great future usefulness. 
_ Commander Glass is glad to be able to report a continued 
improvement in the appearance and habits of the Sitka In- 
dians in consequence of the system of control and discipline 
which he has established, all the Indians now recognizing its 
benefits. One of the consequences of the policy adopted to- 
wards the Indians is the breaking up of the communal sys- 
tem of living practiced by all the Indians of Alaska. This is 
evidenced by the number of small houses they have built 
tince March. There are now in the village furnished, or in 
course of construction, seven houses, all smaller than the old 
ones, each being intended for a single family, a condition 
of affairs which did not exist in former years.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


INTERESTING experiments have been lately carried out 
in Leipsic with a cuirass made of a newly invented 
preparation of steel.

A Firm of English ship-builders is building two re- 
markable vessels for the Chinesemavy. The Chinese 
authorities designate these two vessels as ram cruisers, 
and the title, though somewhat ambitious, may yet be 
em pap The vessels are provided with rams, which, 

ike the hull, are of steel, and the coal carrying capacity 
is equal to four days at full speed, or pao Sy days 
at half speed. They are unarmored, and the displace- 
ment is only 1,480 tons, while the speed is fully sixteen 
knots per hour. Propulsion is given by twin screws, 
and the engines work up to 2,400 indicated horse-power. 
Instead of carrying only one gun, as in the previous ves- 
sels, these new ships carry two 26-ton 10-inch breech- 
loaders, and four 40-pounder breech-loaders of the new 
type. Each of the big guns is loaded in a species of 
turret, or circular splinter-proof screen, one at the bow 
and the other at the stern, conferring the advantage of 


| very —_ an all-round fire. These guns take a charge

pounds of powder and fire a projectile of 





penetrating power being equal to twenty inches of iron. 
A vessel of the same design has been built by the firm 
for another foreign remus, and has been lately 
tried at sea, the guns firing heavy charges without any 
damage to the vessel or the machinery. A speed of 
sixteen knots per hour was maintained during a run of 
forty knots. These vessels will shortly be taken out to 
China by Chinese crews, under the command of Admi- 
ral Ting, who distinguished himself as a general in the 
war against the Taepings, and was afterwards made an 
admiral. The production of vessels capable of carrying 
so powerful an armament, and ogg at so high a 
speed, with so great. a coal capacity, yet having so 
limited dimensions, is a result, says the London Times, 
which cannot fail to attract. considerable notice.
